MEXICO CITY. — Some 50,000 
People slept out of doors in central 
Mexico overnight as troops atid 
rescue workers yesterday dug for 
More casualties under the rubble 


‘ left by an earthquake which killed 


at least 575 people. It was the worst 
quake in modern Mexican history. 
Moans from inside the debris from 
Tuesday’s tremor, which rumbled 
all the way from the Gulf of Mexico down. 
to the Pacific, led diggers to some 
of the injured, estimated to number 
at least 2,000. Six towns southeast 


of the capital were each two-thirds 
destroyed. 


As troops and rescue teams dug 
for more bodies under the rubble of 
shattered towns and villages in two 
states, anguished officials in the 
badly hit town of Ciudad Serdan 
said: “We have no coffing left,” 


At least 200 people are feared to 
have died in the town when Tues- 
day’s massive quake — registering 
7.2 on the 12-point Mercalli Seale 
and 65 on the Richter Scale — 
ripped through the states of Puebla 
and Veracruz on the Atlantic Coast. 

The official death count was 575, 
but officials said they were still 
awaiting fresh reports from seven 
towns and many small villages in 
the quake zone southeast of the 
capital 

Rescue workers were hampered 
by torrential rains in some parts of 
southeastern Mexico. The heavy rain 
added to an already serious flooding 
problem, and chased even more 
people from their homes. 

President Luis Echeverria was to 
leave on a bus tour of the devastat- 
ed area. The earthquake, combined 
with the worst rains in 80 years, 
turned Mexico's mid-section into a 
disaster area. Seventy-six persons 
have been killed by floods in the 
past month, the homes of more 
than 400,000 persons were damaged,

— The Soviet 
newa agency Tass yesterday attack- 
ed dissident author Alexander Sol- 
zhenitsyn and acedemician Andrei 
Sekharoy for their recent inter- 
views with Western correspondents 
here.

Yesterday Tass published a 
letter from 40 fellow members of 
the 250-strong Academy of Sciences, 
urging Dr. Sakharov to stop his un- 
official activities and condemning his 
views.
